"STILL BAILING 
| OUT CELLARS 


HOwevnuers of Wilmington still 
have flooded cellars, as the result 
of a devasting rain of last weekend 
which dumped a total of 9.43 in- 
ches of rain onto the town, accord- 
ing to the records of the Wilming- 
ton Water Department, 

Hundreds of calls were received 
by the Wilmington Fire Depart- 
ment Sunday and Monday, with the 
majority being refused, as they 
were not in the classification of 
emergency, 

Only emergency calls could be 
handled, a spokesman for the de~ 
partment pointed out, because the 
department would not be able to 
handle all calls in the first place 
and the department has no desire 
to be in competition with private 
contractors in the second place, 

The most interesting ofthe flood- 
ed places in Wilmington was the 
new Guild Plastics plant, near Wil- 
mington Square, 

The entire grounds of the plant 
was under several feet of water, 
and power was off for several days 
as the result of the electric trans- 
| formers being flooded, 
| Seven large trucks, Saturday night 
| were hauling gravel to the plant, 
| in a vain effort to stop the flow of 
| water, which came in from near 
| lying lowlands, 
| Two new cellars, on Butters Row 
| had only tne top of the concrete 
| showing. 
All over town it was the same 
| story, Houses on Jones Avenue 
reported flooded cellars, where 
never before there had been wa- 
ter, The Highway Department was 
‘assisted, in many parts of town 
|by employees of the Water De- 
partment, in clearing obstructions 
brought in by flood waters, 

After a one aay respite Monday 
rain began again on Tuesday, and 
was still falling as this paper went 
to press. There was a total rain- 
fall of .45 inches Tuesday. 

At no time during the long rainy 
weekend was there any disruption 
to the electrical service of the 
town. Wilmington, in fact was the 
best off of the four towns served 
by the Reading Municipal Light 
Department, as in the three other 
towns there were a total of nine

NATIONAL EDITORIAL 


WINNER OF 6 STATE & REGIONAL AWARDS 
ON THE INDISCRIMINATE USE OF INSECTICIDES — 


From time to time this column has deplored 
the use of public funds for the purpose ofthe 
wholesale destruction of noxious insects by 
indiscriminate use of the modern insecticides. 

Particularly are we against the use of air-— 
Planes and helicopters in this work. We are not 
overly enthusiastic about the modest effort of 
the Wilmington Tree Department, in which in- 
secticides are spread over swamp waters by 
spraying downwind from the roadside. 

We suspect, and have susp>cted, that a chain 
reaction may ensue, to the ultimate loss of 
life by other than insects. 

Rachel Carson, the distinguished Marine Bi 
ologist, recently published a book which sup- 
norts this thesis. The book was immediately at- 
tacked as being "sensational". 

But there was nothing sensational in the 
death, last week, in South Lincoln, at the 
Drumlin Farm Wildlife Sanctuary, of an osprey. 

That osprey, the Massachusetts Audubon So- 
ciety reports, died from the effects of cumu- 
lative DDT poisoning. 


MISLEADING THE HAVERHILL JOURNAL 


Somebody has been misleading the Haverhill 
Journal. 

That paper, last Thursday, stated that Cecil 
Lancaster's salary in Wilmington, as Town Mana- 
ger, was $12,000 a year. ;t further stated that 
he had a policy of "no concessions whatsoever 
to new industry". 

Lancaster's salary is $11,500. It was so vo- 
ted by the Town yeeting after the Town Crier | 
publisher stopped a movement which was designed | 
to cut his salary to some lower point. It has 
never been $12,000, and it is extremely doubt- 
ful if the Town yeeting would ever so vo te. 

It is also interesting to note the "no con- 
cessions" statement. 

In the case of Guild Plastics Lancaster pre- 
vented the Wilmington Department of Health from 
seeing the plans, as stipulated by law, until 
construction was well along. All other firms 
had to submit their pians to the Department of 
Health, which, among other things, is vitally 
interested in water levels in proposed areas of 
eostruction, 

Six months after construction had started 
the Wilmington Board of Health wrote a Regis- 
tered Mail Return Receipt Letter, demanding a 
copy of the plans. Up until that time it had 
seen no plans of the new plant. 

It is to be regretted that such action was 
taken by Wilmington's Town Manager. It was not _

only unfair to other plants in Wilmington, it 
was also unfair to Guild Plastics, and cost 
that firm a consi@rable sum of money, because 
it had to correct certain things in the sewer- 
age disposal plans. Whether or not the Board of 
Health would have made recommendations which 
could have prevented the unfortunate flooding 
of this week is, of course, only speculative, 
but it could possibly have happened, as the 
Board was well aware of the water problems of 
the area. 

Up to this date Lancaster has still to re- 
appoint the person who was then the Chairman 
of the Board, namely Gus Walker. 

It was Mr. Walker who signed that letter de- 
manding a copy of the plans. 


TONGUE IN CHEEK? 

Did any of the Selectmen know, on October 1 
that Cecil Lancaster was hoping to be appointed 
City Manager of Haverhill? 

Did they vote for him on the premisé of giv- 
ing him a send-off, and getting rid of him the 
easy way? 


TAKE A HARD LOOK 

Wilmington has more area zoned 
than has the City of Pittsburgh. 

Wilmington has a debt of over $4,000,000, 
not counting short term loans. 

In the past three years the town has had an 
alarming tendency to "checkerboard" business 
and industry, a trend that is not all to the 
goed. 

Wilmington is scheduled to begin a new 
school next year, probabiy at a cost of about 
$500,000. This is one of several schools which 
are planned for the next few years. 

There isn't much hope that the town will get 
out of having to build these schools, as can be 
evidenced by the move of Campanelli Brothers, 
planning to build 180 homes near Park Street. 
If this is the beginning of a trend, and it may 
well be, our school building program may have 
to be accelerated. 

In other words this is no time to propose to 
build a Sewer to Silver Lake. The interceptor 
planned for the right of way of the Boston & 
Maine would cost about $997,000, and laterals 
would have to be laid before anyone would te 
serviced. $1,000,000 wouldn't begin to cover 
the costs. 

The addition of $1,000,000, plus the cost of 
the new schools could well bankrupt many of 
Wilmington's taxpayers, and with little fce- 
seeable promise of any revenue to offset the 
costs. 

Wilmington's taxpayers are not as well off 
as has been represented. To increase the costs 
to these people could mean the difference, in 
many cases, between owning a home and not own 
ing it. 

In the past few years the money spent fool 
lishly by the town has only been in the thous- 
ands and tens of thousands. This is not the 
time to start thinking of Millions.

I hope that when we Protestants 
sponsor some continuing part of 
this new dialogue in our community 
of faith that we show the same good 
judgement in selection of outside 
personnel which St. Thomas right- 
fully exercised in this instance, 
We must remember that in ecu- 
menical usage, ‘‘dialogue’? does 
not always imply or involve ‘‘de- 
bate’,
